A Boy, Who Said That “Smith’’ Gave the 
Money to Saloon-Keeper Kempff Yes- 
terday to Be Returned, Brings It to 
Secretary Brennan-—Secretary Brennan 
Still Claims to Be in the Dark About 


**Smith’s’’ Identity. 


When Antoine Marshall, the man who was 
fined $25in Police Justice Meegan’s office in 
Carondelet called atthe Mayor’s office this 
morning to receive the $12 which had been 
pald by way ofa ‘‘remit’’ to one Patrick 
Dailey by the City Marshal, Sergt. McGrew 
informed him that the money had been sent 
into the office, and upon Marshall giving him 
a receipt for it was duly turned over to him, 

The manner in which the $12 found its way 
back into the Mayor’s office is about as pecu- 
liar as the way in which it disappeared from 
the Marshal’s office. 

The story as published tn yesterday’s SUN- 
DAX Post-DrsPaTcH was that Antoine Mar- 
shall haa been fined $25 in a Police Justice 
Court, and his sister,. Mrs. Amelia Lutton, 
had paid $120n it for him. Subsequently a 
mysterious gentleman whom the Mayor’s 
Secretary Goes not now retall, but who gave 
the ugme of Thos. E. Smith, came to him, 
and had the fine remitted. The fine 


remit book had indorsed on this particular 
remit, **©. K., Jim,’’ which is Secretary 
Brennan’g private mark to official docu- 
ments. -The $12 paid by Mrs. Lutton for her 
brother ‘was duly refunded by Marshal 
Thomas tio one Patrick Dailey, who said he 
collected the money for Thomas E. Smith. 

When Antoine Marshall heard of the remit 
being grahted, he naturally sofight to find 
out who Thos. E. Smith was, who had taken 
such af itterest in his case, and yet who had 
failed to 4 over to him or his sister the $12 
collected the City Marshal. 

No light}could be thrown on this at the 
Mayor’s Office, and Secretary Brennan when 
seen, could not for the life of him remember 
who Th E. Smith was, although he 
acknow having remitted the fine.

Mayor's this morning. for the $12 and if 
it was NOk forthcoming he would swear outa 
warrant inst Patrick Dailey, who was the 
~ only tangible party to the transaction.

WANT RECIPROCITY. 


Bermuda Seeking Fetter Trade Relations 
With the United States. 


New YorE, Oct. 3.—Capt. Nathaniel Vesey, 
a prominent member of the Bermuda Parlia- 
ment, arrived in this. city yesterday on the 
Orinoco. Capt. Vesey said the House of As- 
sembly of Bermuda had forwarded a memo- 
rialtothe British Government asking per- 
mission to send delegates to Washington to 
endeavor to make atreaty of reciprocity. 
The plea of the people of Bermuda was that 
they only levied atax forrevenue purposes 
of 5 per cent ad vaiorem from the United 
States as against a prohibitory§ tax 
levied by the United States against 
what the latter government imported 
from Bermuda. Four-fifths of the imports of 
Bermuda were from the United States and 
the fresh vegetables were exported ata time 
when such articles were not grown by the 
American farmer. 

Application was made before to the Secre- 
tary of State for the colonies for the British 
Government to try to obtain concessions 
from the United States Government, but the 
arplication failed through the apathy of the 
home government, supplemented by a de- 
sire toencourage and foster trade between 
Bermuda and Canada, a country which 
could neither supply Bermuda mor on any- 
thing like near as favorable terms as the 
United States. If permission was given by 
the home government, Capt. Vesey said, two 
delegates were to be sent at once to Wash- 
ington to try to effect a settlement of tle 
question. 4

was not quite plain in the story as it was 
given out yesterday, but the deeds of Ger- 
many were indisputably set forth. Germany, 
it , appeared, had offered to Ulises 
Hureaux, President of San Domingo, an an- 
nual bribe of $50,000 for life if he would de- 
clare the reciprocity treaty’ with the United 
States abrogated. 

**It is true,’’ said the Dominican Consul 
here, ‘‘that the countries mentioned have 
made a demand in San Domingo, in which 
they claim that under.a clause to be found in 
former treaties each is entitled to receive all 
the favors from San Domingo that are or 
may be extended to the most favored nation. 

**That being the case, San Domingo was 
naturally alarmed. The attitude of Germany 
was especially dangerous. All our tobacco 
trade is with Hamburg, Where we were 
threatened with a duty that would have been 
fatal to our business, For England and Italy 
we did not care so much. Still, if we should 
be compelled to accede to the demands of the 
triparty we would have to send all our sugar 
to London. For this the United States would 
reimpose the sugar duties. I was sent to see 
Secretary Foster, and conferred with him on 
the subject, and We had a long talk.’’ 

‘*Were you instructed to say to Secretary 
Foster that President Hiureaux would see 
thatthetreaty was maintained if he was 
promised an annuity of $75,000a year?’’ was 
asked. 

**No, I was not,’’ said the consul, smiling; 
“and as far as I know no suggestion 
was ever made. I do know that 
the American minister to Hayti, 
Mr. Durham, and the German Minis- 
ter tothe samecountry have both left Port 
au Prince and are in conference with the 
President of San Domingo at the capitol. 
Each is in communication with his own gov- 
ernment, and 1 have no doubt that a satis- 
factory way out of the present difficulty will 
be decided upon.’’ . 


AN OUTLAW BAND. 


Hunting in Pennsylvania Mountains for 
the Cooley Gang. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 8.—The killing of 
Frank Cooley, the leader of the Fayette 
County mountain outlaws, will soon bring 
the career ofthe bandtoaclose, The leader 
of the Cooley gang was shotand killed at 5 
o’clock yesterday afternoon at the house of 
his father between Fair Chance and Smith- 
field by Sheriff McCormick. George Fisher,a 
United States Secret Service Agent, and two 
others have been watching the residence of 
old man Cooley forsometime and they dis- 


mountains every Sunday. Sheriff McCor- 
mick and a few deputies went to the 
assistance of the secret agent and his 
companions yesterday to make a descent 
upon the outlaws when they came down the 


mountains. Frank Cooley, the leader, and 
Jack Ramsey came down tothe Oooley 

house at noon, and later in the day they 
went intoacleared fleld behind the house. 
The men were balf lying against stumps of 
trees when the Sheriff’s here burst upon 
them. McCormick led, and the outlaws fired 
five shots at him, without effect. He leaped 
behindatree and shot Cooley through the 
heart.» Ramsey fled, but is being pursued by 
the sheriff’s posse. 

The death of Frank removes the leading 
spirit of the gangand follows closely. upon 
the killing of his young brother, Jack, who 
was shot by a trap-gun in a milk house in the 
early partof August last. When Jack was 
buried his funeral wasthe biggest that ever 
took place in Fairchance. Overa thousand 

Ople came to take a last look at the face of 
he dead man, and the house of Lute Cooley 
was filled duringthe funeral services. The 
Rev. Mr. MeCarthy of the Fairchance Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church officiated, and, after a 
short and simple service, nearly two tbou- 
sand men, women and chiidren from all 
parts of Fayette County followed the remains 
to the cemetery. 

The piace of operations of the outlaws is 
on the border lne of West Virginia and Is 
almost bisected by a range of low mountains 
straggling downward from the Alleghaniles. 
These mountains are covered with nameless 
forests, in which none but a born mountain- 
eer could ‘hopeto find his way. On the out- 
skirts of this wilderness are numerous little 
towns and fruitful farms, 

The Cooley and the Ramsey families settled 
in this region as squatters toward the end of 
the last century. The men who now bear 
those names can trace their ancestry back to 
the Revolutionary war, but in that part of 
the country lineageis of little account and 
people do not bore one another with the ex- 
ploits of their great-grandfathers. These 
two families were poor when they 
settled here and their descend- 
ants were poor after them. They 
were farmers first, then degenerated into 
tradesmen, and now, In most cases,are both. 
They married and mtermarried, increased 
and multiplied, and brought matters tosuch 
a pass that to-day one-half of the inhabitants 
of Fayette County are related either by blood 
or by marriage to Frank Cooley and Jack 
Ramsey, the outlaws. There are perhapsa 
dozen families bearing the name of Cooley 
and a similar number bearing that of 
Ramsey. They are scattered all over the 
county, and when any of the gang are hard 
pressed they have only to select oneof any 
two houses they meet tofindanuncleor a 
cousifi or a nephew who will shelter them 
even at hazard of his life. 

Lute Cooley, an old cobbler of Fairchance, 
is the father of the first members of the old 
and numerous Cooley family who went into 
the thieving business. Greg Ramsey, very 
respectable in his way, is the father of Jack 
Ramsey, who was thefirstto diviatée from the 
straight Ramsey line. The lad grewup with 
the Cooley boys, and with Ted Car,and Brint 
Frey, Sam Yaeger, andthe Rankin boys—all 
relations of various degrees. Lute Cooley 
had six sons, Bill and Dick, twins, of whom 
the latter is in the penitentiary; Bert, 
under arrest for cutting a man; Jack, who 
was shot in August; Frank, killed yes- 
terday,. the leader of the outlaws, and 
Ewing, whose only crime has been to shield 
his brothers from justice. Allthe men here 
mentioned grew up from boyhood together 
at the edge of these trackless forests. They 
received no education, either intellectual or 
moral... They were allowed to wander un- 
restrained over the mountains. They worked 
when they had to and loafed when they 
could. They grew up almost as animals of 
the forests, and, having wicked blood in 
their veins, they became outlaws and for the 
past four years have lived in the mountains 
and been hunted by the officers of the law. 


JACK RAMSEY RUN DOWN. 
UNIONTOWN, Pa., Oct. 3.—Jack Ramsey, a 
member of the notorious Cooley gang, was 
captured this afternoon and lodged in jail. 
This virtually ends the career of the thieves, 


FIRES. : 


A New Jersey Timber District Swept by 
Flames. 


MAYS LANDING, N.‘“J., Oct. 3.—The timber 
district nearthe line of the Tuckahoe Rail- 
road has been burning for four days. Thous- 
ands of acres of valuable timber have been 


destroyed. Attempts to fight the fire are 
useless, as the heavy wind carrias the sparks 
several hundred yards, and the timber is dry 
as tinder. It is not known how the fire 
started, The Hebrew settlement at Monte- 
fiore, twenty miles above Cape May, started 
by Baron Hirsch, is in imminent danger of 
being wiped out by the fire.

It Can Be Best Maintained by Commer- 
cial Unions. 


ADDRESS OF EMPEROR FRANCIS JOSEPH 
TO A DELEGATION, 


One Possible Danger to the Triple Alli- 
ance Is Excessive Appropriations— 
Spain’s Queen Regent Enthusiastically 
Received in Madrid—Royal Scandal to 
Be Aired in Court~Foreign News. 


Bupa PxrstT, Oct. 8.—Emperor Francis 
Joseph received the members of the Austrian 
and Hungarian delegations in the throne 
room of the Kiral Palota, the royal palace, at 
noon to-day. The customary addresses were 
presented. In replying to the address to the 
delegations Emperor Francis Joseph dwelt 
upon the necessity of maintaining harmon!- 
ous and friendly relations both within and 
without the empire. The need of tranquillity 
was felt by the people, and solicitude for 
their material welfare should exercise a 
moderating influence upon national af- 
fairs. The Emperor mentioned the Central 
European customs union consummated since 
his last address among Germany, Austria- 
Hungary, Italy ahd Switzerland as an illus- 
tration of commercial measures having 
a tranquilizing effect upon the European sit- 
uation. , The Emperor said that he hoped the 
success ofthe customs union’s negotiations 
would be repeated inthe negotiations now 
in progress between the Empire and Servia, 
The military and val expenditures post- 
poned by the covernfaen would be limited to 


the absolute necessitjes of thesituation. The 


increase did not relate to new plans but’ 


would merely meet thedemands of previous 
plans which had been postponed on account 
of the unfavorable condition of the country’s 
finances. The time had come, however, 
when the expenditures in question could not 
be postponed further. 

These last mentioned statements are be- 
lieved to contain the Kernel of a Cabinet cri- 
sis, such as is expectedin Germany in con- 
nection with the military bill, and in Italy, 
the third member of the triple alliance, when 
the next Chamber shallconsider the cost of 
the country’s military establishment and its 
relations tothe allied,power, Austria-Hungary 
and Germany. 

Special significance has been attributed to 
the address, in view of the encouragement of 
the empire’s disaffected Roman Catholics, 
who have been influenced by the Pope’s 
recent tendency towards Russia and France, 
and against the triple alliance; also on ac- 
count of the reports that the supposed agree- 
ment between France and Russia is believed 
to contain specifications as to the Bohemians 
and other maicontents of non-German origin 
among the peoples of the Austro-Hungarian 
empire, 


ROYALTY IN COURT. 


A SCANDAL TO BE AIRED BY A SUIT AT LAW. 


BERLIN, Oct. 8.—A suit which involves no 
less a person than Her Majesty the Empress 
Augusta Victoria and her near relatives of 
Slesvig-Glucksbourg, will be called in the 
common law courts within a few days and Is 
interesting to Americans, from the fact that 
the Countess of Waldersee,nee Lee, whose first 
busband was the late Prince Frederick of 


Slesvig and Noer, will probably be called asa | 


witness for either contestants or the prose- 
cution. From the evidence of a diplomat are 
learned the following facts relating to the 
case which have been heretofore withheld 
from the public: > 

It appears that the late Emperor William, 
after taking possession of Slesvig-Holstein 
in 1866, tried his utmostto befriend the de- 
posed dynasty. Inthisspirit he sanctioned 
the marriage of his grandson, the present 
Kaiser William, with the poverty-stricken 
Princess of Augustenbourg, reviled by Bis- 
marck’s agents at one time as the ‘‘Countess 
Pretender’’ of Slesvig, and that of Prince 
Frederick Leopold of Prussia to her sister. 
He did more. He distributed the castles and 
crown estates of the Holstein family among 
its various homeless members, and 
thus put them on thelr feet 
again. They are all comfortably 
well fixed at the presenttime. Amongthe 
castles Emperor William gave away was the 
Glucksbourg Schloss, which he turned over 
to Duke Charles. of Slesvig, husband of 
Duchess Wilhelmine;: the daughter of the 
late Prelate VI. of Denmark. Roth the Duke 
and Duchess are dead and the present in- 
cumbent of the title and heir of the estates 
has up to a few weeks ago considered himself 
the undisputed proprietor of. Schloss Glucks- 
bourg. Then the specter of a secret scandal 
was fiashed before his eyes by the letter ofa 
lady belonging to the highest nobility in the 
country, who showed him deeds 
and other legal instruments to prove 
that her daughter is the child of the 
late Duke Charles, who, she claims, left her 
all his personal property and selected Schloss 
Glucksbourg for her residence. Duke Fred- 
erick Ferdinand, who, like the rest of the 
family always considered his late uncle 
Charles a model of propriety, refused to be- 
lieve the lady’s statements and says the 
documents are not sufficient legal evidence, 
The lady, therefore, appealedto the Kaiser 
who, however, refused to interfere in family 
affairs. Allhopes ofan amicable arrange- 
ment being abandoned thecase will now be 
tried in the open courts anda good deal of 
dirty linen will be washed on that occasion, 


RECEIVED AT THE VATICAN, 


DELICATE MISSION OF HERR VON BULOW TO 
THE HOLY SEE. 


RoME, Oct. 3.—The Pope to-day gave an 
audience to Herr Von Bulow, the new Pr@gs- 
sian Minister to the Vatican, who i 
recently appointed to succeed Herr 
Schloeser. Afterthe formal audience, His 
Holiness hela a private conversation with 
the Minister. They were closeted together 
fortwohours. The results of Herr Von 
Bulow’s appointment are watched 
with much interest. There ' is no 
doubt that he is. persona grata 
at the Vatican, but though he has the repu- 
tation of beilnga subtle diplomat, it is not 
believed that he will succeed in changing the 
papal policy toward France. His position is 


@ peculiar one, in view of the alliance that 


has just been formed between the Conserva- 
tive and Centrist Catholic members of the 
German Reichstag. Itis upon this new Car- 
tel party that the German Government 
depends for the passage of its ODilis 
to increase the strength of the army. 
The Pope, holding tbe views he does 
toward France, does not desire an 
increase in the German army, and it is 
thought highly probable in official circles in 
Rome that he will endeavor to prevent the 
Catholic members of the Reichstag from vot- 
ing for the measure. ‘If he does not it is 
pretty certain that the German Government 
will have to grant wide concessions to the 
Catholics in Germany in return for the sup 
port of the Center party. nes re-

MADRID, Oct. 8.—Queen Regent Christina 
and King Alfonsoarrivedin Madrid to-day 
from San Sebastian, where they have been 
sojourning for sometime past. They were 
accompanied by other members of the royal 
family, Their return to the capitol was 
made the occaasion for a great demonstra- 
tion. The members of the cabinet, the 
highest military andciyil authorities and’ 
the members ofthe diplomatic corps were 
present to receive their majesties. The 
streets in the vicinity of the _ station 
and the route. to the palace were 
crowded with people and the royal party 
was given a most enthush welcome. The 
youthful king looked as though ‘his stay at 
San Sebastian had . greatly benefited him, 
and his sunburned face showed that he lived 
much Jnthe open air, As the carriage in 
which he rode was drivehthrough the Hnes 
of people the little king was tumultuously 
cheered, He acknowledgéd his subjects’ sal- 
utation by gravely bo g and raising his 
hat.

LORD TENNYSON, ENGLAND'S POET LAUREATE,

OBITUARY. 


Death of Joseph Ernest Renan, the French 
Historian. 


Paris, Oct. 3.—At an early ‘hour yesterday 
morning Joseph Ernest Renan, the eminent 
author and philologist, died after suffering 
extreme agonies. Last Tuesday M. Renan 
went out driving and contracted a severe 


cold which soon developed into congestion of 
the lungs. Saturday he seemed to grow 
better, and there were hopes that he would 
rally and recover from the illness, but late in 
the afternoon his limbs began to swell and he 
suffered great pain. An Operation was r- 
formed to ease the agony, but it weakened 
his vitality and he grew gradually weaker 
until 6:30 o’clock yesterday morning, when he 
died. He was rational up toa few minutes 
before his death, and requested that there 
be a national funeral, and that his body be 
buried tn the Pantheon. 

Joseph Ernest Renan, historian, orlentalist 
and essayist, was born at Trequier, Brittany, 
in 1824. His father was a master-mariner 
and was drowned at sea. Ernest was trained 
in Latin and the strictest Catholicism by 
priests in his native town and in Paris. At 
the Paris UVollege, presided over by M. Dupan- 
loup, he was schooled in Hterature. At St. 
Sulpice, in 1842, he studied Hebrew and 
Syriac under the distinguished orientalist, 
M. le Hir, These pursuits disturbed his early 
religious Views. ‘**My own faith,’’ he wrote, 
‘‘was destroyed, not by metaphysics nor 
philosophy, but by historical criticism.’’ 
Giving up hig intention of becoming a priest, 
he served asassistant master ina Parisian 
school for nearly four years, continuing 
meantime his historicaland linguistic stud- 
ies. In 1848 he gained the Volney prize for an 
essay on the Semitic languages. He became 
an authorin 1849, and had pubiished several 
works dealing with religious history when he 
departed for Syria in 1860, accompanied by 
his oldest sister, who died at Biblios the fol- 
lowing year. To her Renan dedicated the 
‘*Vie de Jesus,’’ which was written almost 
entirely in Palestine, though not published 
until 1863, This work made him a celebrity. 
About the same period he was appointed 
professor Of Hebrew in the Institute of 
France, but his first lecture led to his sus- 
pension and he was not returned tothe chair 
until 1870. The*‘Viede Jesus’’ was the first 
of a series of books on Christian history 
which were condemned by certain Protest- 
ants in Germany as well as -by Catholics 
everywhere. The Vie gave rise to a noted 
correspondence with Dr. Strauss. In 1878, 
Renan was elected to the French Academy, 
and in an address the following year madea 
memorable onslaught on German manners, 
literature and politics. Histwo attempts to 
enter political life (1869 and 1876) were unsuc- 
cessful. His ‘‘History of the People of 
Israel’’ has been coming from the press for 
the last five years, but has probably been left 
incomplete. Renan’s wife was the daughter 
of Henri Scheffer, the painter.

COLORADO IN DOUBT. 


THE LANDSLIDE WILL REACH TO THE BASE OF 
THE ROCKIES. 


DENVER, Colo., Oct. 3.—Never since 1876, 
when Colorado was admitted into the Unpion, 
nas the political situation been so mixed as 
thisyear. For the first time can the State 
safely be placed in the doubtful list in a 
presidential election. Republican managers 
find themselves wholly unable to control the 


voters of the Stateand are forced toadmit 
that there is a possibility of losing the elec- 
toral vote and a probability of losing’ both 
Congressmen. Ofcoursethe silver question 
was the primary cause of the disruption, but 
tue bolt having once started, the revoltis 
not confined to that one cause and there Is a 
general cutting loose from party tilesand a 
disposition to even up old scores, 

There are really but three State tickets In 
the fNeld. These are the Republican, the 
People’s party, which is indorsed by the reg- 
ular Democratic Conveation, and a Demo- 
cratic ticket put in the fleld by those who be- 
lieve in maintaining the party intact and 
voting for Cleveland and Stevenson evan 
though they do not carry the State. The fu- 
sion Democrats, under the lead of Thomas 
M. Patterson, editor of the Rocky Mountain 
News, thought they saw an opportunity to 
take the electoral vote of the State from 
Harrison by acombination with the People’s 
party, and, at their State Convention, 
held at Pueblo, indorsed the Weaver 
electors. This was not satisfactory to the 
Greystone Club of Denver and a rivai con- 
vention was formed which placed a straight 
Democratic ticket in the fleld pledged to 
Cleveland and Stevenson. This ticket a Re- 
publican Secretary of State, in obedience to 
the commands of party leaders who wished 
to keep the Democratic party divided,: has 
decided to be entitled torecognition as the 
regular Democratic ticket, and to be desig- 
nated as suchon the official ballots. Com- 
bined, there is stillreasonto doubt that the 
fusion ticket would carry the State. With a 
divided Democracy the matter is somewhat 
in doubt, though Republican leaders are 
badly frightened at the outiook and are using 
every means in their power to whip the dis- 
gruntled voters into line. 

But whatever way be the result in the State 
and electoral contest the chances are greatly 
in favor of the fusion candidates for Congress 
in both districts being elected. Inthe First 
District Judge Bell, a life-long Democrat and 
an able and lar. man, has been nomin~ 
ated bythe People’s party and endorsed by 
the Democrats, and is ge | an active can- 
vass of the mining istricts, win- 
hing votes wherever he goes. His 
opponent is H. H. Eddy, a professional 
politician and i persistent  office-seeker 
who has fora number of years represented 
the northwestern portion of the State in the 
Lower House of the Legislature. Inthis dis- 
trict Mr. Townsend, the present Representa- 
tive, was turned down, and his friends are 
not hurting themselves in Mr. Eddy’s behalf. 

In the Second District, in which Denver is 
situated, the Republicans are, per- 
haps, more unfortunate and the 
Democrats more fortunate than in 
the First District. The People’s party Con- 
vention met and nominated the preacher- 
politician, Myron. W. Reed,for Congress, Mr, 
Reea’s Democrcay has never been questioned 
and his nomination was promptly endorsed 
by both branches of, Democracy. Mr. Reed 
is perhaps the most popular manu personally 
inthe district and will recetve the united 
labor vote.

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DANN TRIED OPIUM 


Attempt of the Bank Wrecker for a 
’ Change of Venue.

HE PREFERRED DEATH TO ALMOST 
CERTAIN IMPRISONMENT. 


Being Tried on Sixteen Indictments for 
Felony, He Madea Second Attempton 
His Life, But Failed—Fight in a Church 
—Killed in the Ring— The Criminal 
Record. 


BUFFALO, N, Y., Oct. 3.—Edward 8. Dann, 
the bank wrecker, is lying at death's door at 
his home on Delaware avenue, as the result. 
of an attempt at suicide Saturday evening. 
Dr. Hopkins and Dr. Harrington, who are 
attending him, have grave doubts as to his 
recovery. Heis unconscious, and has been 
so for over twenty-four hours now. What 
method he ehose for his attempt is not 
known. The greatest mystery surrounds 
the case, and Dann’s relatives and attend- 
ants combat every effort to secure any in- 
formation whatever. 

it is said Dann took a large quantity of 
morphine and thatall efforts to resuscitate 
him have sofar proven unavailing. This is 
Dann’s second attempt at suicide. It will be 
remembered that the nightof his arrest he 
took twenty morphine pills, but the dose was 
so large it made him sick and he recovered 
ina few hours, The trialof Edwards. Dann, 
Treasurer of the National Savings Bank, on 
sixteen indictments for felony was to have 
begua this morning or to have been avoided 
by a plea of guilty. At 10:15 District Attorney 
Quinby sald: ‘‘Ii desire to move the case of 
the people against Mr. Dann, which is set 
dowa for this morning.’’ 

‘‘If the court please,’’ gaid Mr. Hoyt, 
Dann’s counsel, ‘4M shall be obliged to ask 
that the case go over for a week. I have 
here the certificate of two reputable 
physicians, tothe effect that Mr. Dann is fl 
and unable to leave his bed. He then sub- 
mitted the certificates of Drs. Harrington 
and Hopkins, to the effect that his client is 
in a critical condition. No objection was 
made by the District Attorney, and Judge 
Titus postponed the case for one week. 

The cases of Dann’s accomplices, Arm- 
strong and McC le, were then called, ‘*I 
next desire to move the case of thé people 
against Armstrong,*’ said Mr. Quinby. At- 
torney Kisselburg, for armstrong, objected 
to this on the ground that the presence as a 
witness of Mr. Dann might be an imperative 
necessity for hig cilent’s defense, and for 
that reason he desired the case similarly put 
over until Mr. Dann’s recovery. The re- 
quest was granted. 

The case of McCredie was next moved anda 
his attorney, Tracy C, Becker, also made ap- 
plication for adjournment, presenting cer- 
tificates from physicians that McCredie is 
suffering from chronic alcoholism, which has 
so impaired his mental faculties as to pre- 
vent his being able to make a defense ina 
legal proceeding. Counsel desired a post-~- 
ponement for an indefinite period 
until McCredie could be present, 


Judge Titus postponed the case for 
one week.. Dann’s alieged attempt at syiciae 
has created a great sensation. His physi. 
cians are reticent and non-committal with 
regard to the cause of his illness, and his 
counsel hints at apoplexy; but from all that 
ean be learned there appears to be no doubt 
that Dann attempted totake his life in pret- 
erence to an almost certain imprisonment 
which would on account of his age be a life 
term.

JUDGE GRESHAM’S CONSISTENCY. 

The announced change of party affilia- 
tion by Judge Gresham will have a wide 
influence, not solely because a man of 
Judge Gresham’s known ability, honesty 
and public spirit has discovered sufficient 
reasons forthe desertion of the party to 
which he was bound by the strongest ties, 
but because his reasons for the change ap- 
peal irresistibly to all patriotic and intel- 
ligent citizens. 

When Judge Gresham denounced phari- 
saical plutocrats for corrupting the ballot- 
box he struck atan ill which inevitably 
flows from and accompanies the privilege- 
granting policy of the Republican party. 
‘*Greed and love of power,’’ as he affirms, 
‘¢are stronger than love of country,’’ and 
if apolitical party injects these motives 
into politics by lending the government 
which it controls to the selfish purposes 
of favored citizens, it drops a poison 
into the body politic which saps the vi- 
tality of patriotism. It brings into being 
that worst form ob greed—organized greed 
operating through a political party. There 
is noconscience insuch greed and men 
who possess all the ordinary virtues of 
good citizens have their political sense of 
right undermined by this insidious form 
of bribery and under the influence of 
temptation and a warped view of the func- 
tions of government are ledinto aiding 
and abetting corruption and the most vil- 
lainous outrages upon therights and lib- 
erties of the people. 

Money-making privileges and ‘‘un- 
earned advantages’’ conferred upon citi- 
zens by the Government beget slush funds 
and corrupt manipulation of elections to 
maintain those privileges and advantages. 
The abtse of governmental power for the 
benefit of the few at the expense of the 
many leads to the abuse of the source of 
governmental power. To the convicting 
evidence of corruption in the last presi- 
dential election for the benefit of the party 
of plutocracy must be added the convinc- 
ing evidence of preparation by Republican 
leaders to again defeat the popular will by 
the corrupt use of money. The Hackett 
circular in New York is another Dudley 
letter. The most notorious corruptionists 
have been engaged to place the ‘‘fat’’ 
being fried from millionaire beneficiaries 
of protection. 

With his views Judge Gresham cannot 
consistently support the Republican party, 
but when he attacks its corrupt practices 
hecondemns the policy which causes and 
fosters them, the policy. of tariff protec- 
tion.

MUST FACE IT 


Ex-Gov. Crittenden’s Fresh Charge 
Against Maj. Warner. 


He Is Accused of Ballot Frauds in 
Kansas City.

THE PROOF SAID TO BE READY TO 
HUSH DENIAL. 
‘ 


A Sekbovens Challenge Offered the Re- 
publican Candidate for Governor— Maj. 
O’ Meara on the Situation—Btone Visits 
Republican Headquarters — Exciting 
Primaries inthe Iweifth District Go- 
ing On-—Important Session of the 
Democratic State Central Committee. 


Maj. John B. O’Meara, the Democratic can- 
didate for Lieutenant-Governor, got back to 
St. Louls to-day from a tour of the State. 
Saturday night, in Kansas City, Maj. O'Meara 
was a witness to a startling challenge to 
William Warner, the Republican candidate 
for Governor, which had the-effect not only 
of putting that gentlemanonthe defensive 
but also of injecting a most important issue 
into the campaign. 

It was at a great Democratic mass-meeting 
in the Kansas City wigwam, which was 
crowded so that the people overflowed to the 
sidewalks. Ex-Gov. T. T. Crittenden was 
addressing the assemblage. ‘‘When he 
touched on Warner’s record,’’ said Maj. 
O’Meara to-day, ‘‘lexpectedthat he woula 
allude to the intolerance and bigotry and 
ballot-burning of the early days of Repub- 
lican rule in Missouri, but he did not content 
himself withthbat. He hadamore effective 
weapon than that. - First obtaining 
the closest attention of his au- 
ditors to what he was about to 
say, he declared that the Kansas City Demo- 
crats were now in a position to prove that 
Warner had, in 1886, when he ran against 
John V. Phillips for Congress, deliberately 
won his seat by a successful conspiracy to 
stulf the ballot- boxes and wipe out the honest 
majority the voterg had given to Phillips. 
‘We have the proof of that act of the Repub- 
lican candidate in our hands now,’ said Gov. 
Crittenden, ‘andi charge him with this as- 
sault on the ballot-box,knowing exactly what 
a serious accusation I am making, and what 
it is necessary to prove in order to justify it. 
Mej. Warner cannot afford to ignore the 
charge. If he does, he must rest under the 
stigma of having stolen the vote of a congres- 
sional district and taken the seat he knew 
belonged to another man. If hedenies it, we 
will produce the proof, We want him todo 
that.’ 

O’Meara, ‘‘how 
Warner can pass over this charge in silence,

closeness of the contest in this city. 

‘‘What influence do you think the A. P. A. 
vote will have?’’ 

‘*I do not. believe that the intelligent voters 
of this State will allow the religion of a 
candidate to influehce them. In the 
Constitution of the United States and of the 
State of Missouri there is no proscription on 
religious grounds, suchas this organization 
is said to direct. On the contrary, the 
truest American idea is that religion and 
the State shallnot be connected. I can’t 
find that men of common sense will apply the 
A, P. A. principles to their ballot and really 
Idon’t believe they will. I don’t feel dis- 
quieted in the least on this score.’’ ! 

‘*What attitude ere the labor organization 
assuming toward you?’’ 

‘*IT have always said, at the beginning of 
this campaign especially, when the Republi- 
cans Were claiming that the workingmen 
would scratch me, that when the time came 
the real labor organizations would be my 
friends.

IN DISGRACE. 


Trouble at Cape May. 


A FORMER GT. LOUIS PASTOR SCANDAL- 
IZE8 HIS CONGREGATION.

Accused of Getting on a Spree, the 
Preacher Departe Suddenly for En- 
gliand—-How He Came to Give Up the 
Pastorate of St. Mark’s Episcopal 
Church in This City. 

Telegraphic news from Philddelphia, Pa., 


to-day brings a story of the alleged escapade 
of a tormer well-known St. Louis clergyman 


‘which wilf create quite a stir in local relig- ’ 


lous circles. Theclergyman in question is 
the Rev. W. Herbert Assheton, a young Eplis- 
copal divine, who as rector, first of St. Peter’s 
and later of St. Mark’s Episcopal parishes in 
this city, had rathera stormy and turbulent 
career, which ended about two years ago. 

The story from Philadelphia is to the effect 
that Rev. Mr. Assheton is in disgrace 
through over-indulgence in stimulants at 
Cape May, during a vacation spent at that 
fashionable watering place. He is, or rather 
was at that time, the rector of St. Andrew’s 
Protestant Episcopal Church, Thirty-sixth 
and Baring streets, Philadelphia, and his 
year in the rectorshbip was to 
close on Sept. 1. During the month 
of July Mr. Assheton was given a 
vacation from his ministerial duties, and he 
went to Cape Mayas the guest ofa wealthy 
and prominent Philadelphia financier. On 
the first Sunday in July he occupied the pul- 
pit at the Cape, and, being a most eloquent 
speaker, he charmed the exclusive congre- 
gation of that seashore church. But the 
Fourth of July chanced to fall upon the fol- 
lowing day and Rev. Mr. Assheton, although 
an Englishman by birth, wasa Virginian by 
adoption and, it is said, he allowed fis 
grafted American patriotism to get away 
with him. He celebrated the day with such 
copious libations that the people whose guest 
he was could not ignore his condition, and 
his host suddenly grew very cold towards 
him. Shortly after that unfortunate episode 
Mr. Assheton left Cape May, and without re- 
turning to his Philadelphia congregation, 
who had accepted his resignation to go into 
effect Sept. 1, he sailed for England, 
his native country. The story of his 
conduct at Cape May became known in 8t. 
Andrew’s parish and is now the leading topic 
among the parishoners, It is stated that the 
imprudent young English divine will, in con- 
sequence, abandon the ministry, and aftera 
short stay in the old country return tothe 
United states and devote himself to liter- 
ature, 

HIS TROUBLE IN 8T. LOUIS. 

While in St. Louis Rev. Mr. Assheton had 
been the prime cause of a split in 
the Episcopal Church, during the dis- 
turbing progress of which many stories 
concerning the clergyman got afloat. His 
first charge here was that of St. Peter’s 
Church’on Grand avenue, near Olive street. 
For reasons that were never given in full de- 
tailto the public a large element of that 
parish revolted against Mr. Assheton and de- 
manded another rector. Another element of 
St. Peter’s remained faithful tohim, how- 
ever, andthetrouble was finally settled by 
the secession of Mr. Assheton and that ele- 
ment from S8t. Peter’s, and the establish- 
ment of St. Mark’s Episcopal Church, corner 
of Vandeventer and Washington avenues. 
One of the features of this new church was a 
surpliced choir of boys, after the English 
custom, of whose training Mr. Assheton had 
charge. 

Almost two years ago Mr. Assheton sud- 
denly left St. Mark’s Church and went to Vir- 
ginia. Atthe time it was rumored that this 
action was caused by stories affecting 
Mr. Assheton’s character, but mem- 
bers of St. Mark’s Church denied 
the existence of such stories and stated posi- 
tively that Mr. Assheton was only away on 
vacation. The English divine never returned 
to St. Louls, however, a new rector, the Rev. 
John Wilkinson, was engaged for St. Mark’s 
pulpit and the Philadelphia’ story outlined 
above is the first news from Mr. Assheton 
since his departure. When the telegraphic 
story came to-day, a Post- DIsPpaTcHa reporter 
called on Mr. Marti Collins, the insurance 
agent, who is the senior warden of St, 
Mark’s Church, regarding the unpleasant 
notoriety thus accorded the first rector of St, 
Mark’s. 

NO CHARGES PREFERRED.

‘*Now, as to his troubles in St. Louis, I 
would state that, despiteall other stories 
that were afloat, Mr. As sheiton’s 
only weakness was his temper. 
He was an eloquent man, a good preacher, 
but he had an almost ungovernable English 
temper, and this it is that got him iato hot 
water here. 

**As to the real facts about his leaving 
St. Louis, they are as follows: There were 
no charges ogee’ him here, he was not de- 
posed from the pulpit of St. Mark’s, he left 
of his own free will. When he so, 
he took with him a letter from the Bishop 
ofthis Diocese to the Diocese of Pennsyl- 
vania, where he had been calied toa parish. 
He could not have procured such a letter if 
there hau been any charges against him af- 
fecting his character, or if he had been re- 
moved. from the pulpit, as that removal 
would have barred him from officiating as a 
clergyman in any diocese in this country. 
Thisisallthere ever was in Mr. Assheton’s 
departure from St. Louls. Iam sorry tohear 
of the Cape May scandalin which he has be- 
come involved. After leaving St. Louis Mr, 
Assheton went to Virginia, where he re- 
mained some months, and from there to 
Philadelphia.
